He had left on a 
British mule transport fur South Afri- 
ca.' Dupuy took train for Xew York, 
fast boat for Southampton, rushed by 
rail across Europe, caught a boat of 
the German East African line and 
finally arrived at Bcira, iu Portuguese 
East Africa. 


There he waited like a spider for a 


fly, and just as Darrell was fancying 
himself safe from puisuit he pounced 
upon him. Later on the detective de- 
posited his prisoner safely in Castle 
William Jail in New York. He had 
traveled In all 31,000 miles and spent 
$4,250 in the chase. 


One of the most astonishing crim- 


inals England e\er produced was a 
man named Benson, who began oper- 
ations in London with two confeder- 
ates. He organized a series of swin- 
dling companies in the city, while he 
limself, pretending to be an invalid, 
Ived in the greatest luxury in the Isle 
of Wight. He posed as a great phi- 
lanthropist, was foremost iu charitable 
works and went into the very best 
society. 
By dint of bribing certain 


Officers of the law he lived for some 
years on the proceeds of his swindles. 
But one day the crash came. He was 
arrested, sentenced and got a long term 
in.Portsmouth jail. 


4}fo sooner AVUS he out than he was at 


Ms old tricka again. These culminated 
in Switzerland, where he managed to 
gain the affections of the daughter of 
an English officer. Through her he in- 
duced her father to trust him with the 
investment of his entire capital, some 
$33,000. He bolted with the money. 
Chased across liuiope, a detective 
caught him at Bremen. To avoid scan- 
dal the victim piom^od not to prose- 
cute if Benson would J-IM: up the 
'money. The hitter did so and left for 
America. 
Hardly was the \essel out 


of sight before it was discovered that 
the bundle of scrip the thief had 
handed over was worth at most ?1GO. 


FolloAvecl across tho Atlantic, Ben- 


son escaped to Mexico, where he made 
4£5,000 by passing himself off as Mine. 
"Patti's agent and selling forged con- 
cert tickets. By this time his photo- 
graph -was in almost ever police bu- 
reau in the world. Yet he dodged and 
twisted under a dozen aliases and was 
heard of in almost every South Amer- 
ican state before a clever New York 
detective ran him down In Uio after n 
two years' hunt. 


Even then he cheated justice. Land- 


ed In prison in New York, he walked 
upstairs, chatting amiably to his jailer. 
Suddenly he made a spring and jumped 
clean over the bani&tor. He was picked 
up with a broken back and died that 
night

April 10, 1710, is a- noteworthy data 


In the history of literature. Ou that 
day came into operation an act "foe 
the encouragement of learning toy vest- 
ing the copies of printed books in the 
authors or purchasers of such copies." 
This Avns the first measure passed toe 
the protection of literary property. 
The word "copyright," according to> 
Dr. Murray, was not used before 1767, 
In the preamble of the bill, which is. 
said to have been drafted by Dean 
Sv\ ift, the necessity of a measure ''to 
enable learned men to write useful 
books" is dwelt upon. 
By its pro-. 


visions tAvo terms of copyright, elicit 
of fourteen years, were created for all 
future publications, one ter.ru to "follows 
Immediately upon the other 1C the au- 
thor AVPI-O still living at the expiration 
of tbo first term. 


According to a subsidiary clause, 1C 


any publisher issued a book af a price 
judged too high by certain "discreet 
persons" he was liable to a penalty. 
ILe "discreet persons" included, among 
others, the- archbishop of Canterbury. 
the lonl chancellor nud the vice chan- 
ci'.lors of Oxford and Cambridge. On 
them devolved the sorneAvbat dellcuta 
trtsk of fixing the book's value. This 
clause Avr.s repealed lu 1739, but the 
term of copyright remained unaltered 
u::tll 1S-12. when It Avas extended to tho 
life of (he author and seven years, oc 
forty-two yours from the date of publi- 
cation, v hk-h.", rr uuly prove longer. 
England AMU; thL1 first country thus to 
luoti'ct the rights of ax-.thors. Franca 
followed suit !:i 179". but in Germany! 
no copyright Utw existed until 1870.—•
